OBJECT: You will be soaring about the Universe collecting letters in order to spell MORK FROM

show. 

NUMBER OF PLAYERS: 

Up to 4 people (pets, sisters etc.) can play at a time. 

HOW TO PREPARE FOR THE GAME: 


Cut out EGG CARDS. Shuffle them and form a pile. You'll also need a die (Y a pair of dice) and a 
marker to represent each player on the board. 


HOW TO PLAY: 

All players place their markers on start (Orkan Base). Everyone then rolls the die once. Highest 
roll goes first. When it’s your turn, roll the die and move the number of squares around the board 
following the instructions as you go. 

EGG CARDS:
